zh ah and Joſt h,wherm they are truly GodsVicegerents,leeking 
his k:ngaom,andths righteouſnes thereof, and whereby theire ownc 

K ngd oms ate Kept in peace , and the neighbouring kingdoms 
cometo fra; c them,as they did lehoshaphat,therefore wildo faith, 
By me Kings raigne: not by any polices or {ubriltic dur by me, who 
am Gods Wiſdom. Which is there found woſt true, where Princes 
ſquare the'te counlels by Gods word, and labour that theire peo- 
ple may be governed inall matters of faith and falyation by his 
revealed will ; and whereas they ought, theire owne lawes and 
 gvyerncment tend to the ſame ende: for therefore the throne «© 
a King is called,the throne of the Lord.and the kingdoms of this Wor, 


the kinzdoms of our Lord and of his (briſt. | 
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But beſides thoſe general rules in theLaw and theGoſpel, which 
ſhew Prindes what ſhould be the end and ſcope of al their lawes 
and government; and by which ( where Kings doe fo clteeme of 
them ) their prople are biidled and Kept in awezas by that word, 
which ſtilled the raging of the ſea , and the maanes of the people ; and 
which is the yod of his ſtrength this Wiſdom in holy writ, and clpegi= 
ally in that booke of theProyerbs, hath left unto allPrinces divers 
ſpeciall Rules whereby they ought to ſquare all their aCtions and 
government, which may be called The Princes principles, or The 
practiſe of Princes : which ſhould be regarded as Chrifts charge 
to Chriftian Kings,and cuer obſcrycd, becauſe they are Gods im- 
mutable Wiſdom, which he hath left ro be a ſure guide to allPrin- 
ccsto the ende of the world; and wherof ina more ſpecial man- 
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_ ner that may ſceme to be ſaide, By me Kings raigne, S&C.Now there- 


fore hearken o Children unto me. If al the Children of Wiſdows 
ought ſo ro doc, Princes more eſpecially , their calling beeing of 
the greateſt waight,deeply concerning ſo many thouſands of peo-

the Sonne, "and the Prince of the Kings of the earth. Al Princes are 

as much bound to obſerve his lawes and directions , as theire 

mcaneſt ſubie&s are to regard theirs , for he is the King of 
Kings,and all his Rules and directions arc perpetuall lawes ; ſo 
namutable and irrevocable that all defignes and determinations 

that are contrary unto them, how faire a ſhew ſoever they make of 

wiſdom anda probable good,they are but meere wickednes , and 

can nor cltabliſh the Prince that puts them in praftiſe , bur rather
